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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but are not persuasive. Examiner believes that the Response to Arguments in the previous Final Rejection of record address all of 
Applicant's points except the following: Applicant has argued in p. 10, paragraph (iv)of the response that Applicant's invention increases 
the amount of fluid exuded from a wound. Examiner does not find adequate support for this feature in Applicant's originally filed disclosure. 
Examiner believes that a disclosure which incorporates the specific NaCI/ KY jell paste compositions which produced the experimental 
tattoo removal data submitted in, for example, Applicant's 9/16/2008 affidavit (and others), along with additional supporting evidence, may 
support this feature. As for the broad disclosure of some salt-based granular paste (Examiner does not presume that this is a majority w/w 
NaCI paste), Examiner believes that one can only assume that Auguste et al. and this paste would absorb (or adsorb) water and pigments 
through a process of diffusion and/or capillary action (if a pad is used) and not cause (without any supporting evidence in hand) any excess 
wound exuding (other than by exposure to a hypertonic environment which both Auguste et al. and a salt-based paste may create). 
Applicant's claims have been treated as though this is the mode of action. 
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
